Santa’s Little Helpers 


IT OFTEN IS assumed that all 
I subversive movements are alien- 
inspired and financed. This is not 
so. Some of the 
most madcap 
movements in the United States 
tire the prime activities of scions 
of the best and oldest families. 
Home go for blondes* some for 
homes, some for movements. 
Old families have a way of pro­ 
ducing about the same kind of 
crackpots that any other families 
do. And neither wealth nor poverty 
makes 
much 
difference 
because 
the chemistry that makes a brain 
act in its own peculiar way does 
not seem to be class conscious. 
Aaron Burr certainly came from 
a good and old family. He was 
born of Esther Edwards and Rev, 
Aaron Burr. His mother was a 
daughter of Rev. Jonathan 
Ed­ 
wards, 
th* great 
,\>w 
England 
preacher. His father was the sec­ 
ond president of Princeton Uni­ 
versity. Aaron Burr was graduated 
from the College of New Jersey 
In 1772 when he was 18 and start­ 
ed studying theology However, he 
shifted to law, politics and Tam­ 
many Hall. 


ACTUALLY, 
FEW 
Americans 
were descended from an older and 
better family than Aaron 
Burr 
The progenitor df the Edwards 
line was admlttad to th* General 
Court at Hartford May 20. 1858. 
His son, Richard, married Eliza­ 
beth Tuttle, and as Elizur Yale 
Smith, the historian says: 
"His 
life wide her must have been a 
very unhappy one." 
At any rate, she was charged 
wi‘h all sorts of evils and Richard, 
after living with her 2.1 years, and 
having, as Mr. Smith says, “six 
known children with her”, did the 
most unusual thing for those days 
in asking for a divorce “on scrip­ 
tural 
grounds”. 
He 
accordingly 
was released from bondage. 
- Yet out of this marriage of Rich 
ard Edwards and Elizabeth Tuttle 
came this amazing family, which 
includes Rev. Timothy Edwards, 
Rev. Jonathan Edwards, and ulti­ 
mately Aeron Burr. I could, In 
this connection, list many impor­ 
tant other figures such as Timo­ 
thy Dwight, the great president of 
Yale, whose maternal ancestor was 
a Jewish merchant, Ralph Isaacs 
of Norwalk, Conn. 


ANYHOW, THE point of ail this 
genealogy is to show that the age 
and the distinction of family is 
unrelated to what a man thinks 
and does. It may be true, as some 
correspondents have written to me. 
that Aaron Burr was an innocent 
manipulated by wicked men. lf a 
vice-president can be so manipu­ 
lated, it is verg sad, indeed, for 
w« ought to be able to assume 
that a vice-president knows what 
he does, particularly one who has 
studied both theology and law and 
who could and did discuss every 
known subject 
Those apologists for Burr, or 
for any similar innocents whom we 
may have among us today, make 
out a bad cate for their favorites. 
L ester men, so manipulated or who 
do not know what they do, are 
locked up where their mischief 
does no harm. 
This country has in its history 
known 
many 
subversive 
move­ 
ments, soma financed from abroad, 
(om s gaining their strength front 
indigenous sources. Aliens at times 
have attempted 
to destroy 
our 
form of government, but more of 
the confusionists have been native 
sons, occasionally of very distin­ 
guished families. 


SOME OF THEM suffer from a 
"guilt complex”. They ars miser­ 
able because their ancestors did 
so 
well, 
particularly 
financialiy. 
They like to spend their ancestors’ 
savings undoing their accomplish­ 
ments. Others simply go haywire, 
as men and women do in all eta- 
tiona of life.

Five-Man Group Overrules 


Examiner’s Dismissal Of 


Complaint In Fight

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 — A 
charge of refusing to bargain in 
good faith was reinstated against 
the 
A.F.L. 
International 
Typo­ 
graphical Union today by the Na­ 
tional Labor Relations Board 
The charge had been dismissed 
Dec. 9 at the union’s request by 
Arthur Leff, the NLRB trial exam­ 
iner who is hearing the nation­ 
wide cate brought against the 
I. T. U. by the American News 
paper Publishers Association. 
Mr. Leff based his decision on 
the ground that the wrong section 
of the Taft-Hartley law had been 
invoked. 
The office of Robert N. Denham, 
NLRB general counsel, appealed to 
the full five-man board. 
In announcing today that it has 
overruled Mr. Leff, the NLRB left 
the way open to a change of mind 
after hearing evidence. The hear­ 
ing will be resumed here Friday. 
Mr. Denham has charged the 
printer’a union and its national 
officers with several violations of 
the Taft-Hartley law. The union 
has denied the charges. 
Cltart Way For Faets 
Under the law, the five board 
members act aa judges, with Mr. 
Denham as t h ^ prosecutor. The 
publisher’s assomation is co-oper­ 
ating in the prosecution. 
Board officials, explaining to­ 
day’s unanimous decision, told re­ 
porters the board wa# not ruling 
st this time on whether Mr. Leff 
was legally right or wrong. 
On the contrary, they said, the 
board is restoring the refusal-to- 
bargain charge only to make it 
possible to hear the facts and later 
decide on the correctness of Mr. 
Left’s position. 
In the Dee. 9 hearing at Indian­ 
apolis, Mr. Leff turned down mo­ 
tions by the union to dismiss IS 
other paragraphs of the Denham 
complaint (almost the entire com­ 
plaint) . 
The union appealed to 
the board on thee#. 
Today the 
board refused to consider this ap­ 
peal and the IS paragraphs will 
stand. 
The union took quick exception 


to the board actions. 
Gerhard Van Arkel. who was 
NLRB general counsel until the 
Taft-Hartley act became law and 
who now represents the I.T.U., 
told reporters it was “certainly 
unusual for the board to reach Its 
decision without giving union law­ 
yers a chance to he heard and sub­ 
mit briefs”. 
Sees Case Greatly Shortened 
Mr. Van Arkel said: “This re­ 
quires unions to go to hearing 
on any theory advanced by the 
general 
counsel, 
whenever 
be 
chooses to make allegations which 
on their face may not be viola 
tions of the law.” 
Mr. Van Arkel said 
further: 
“The board is putting the union 
to a long hearing and an expen 
sire one.” 
On the other hand, Joseph 0 
Wells, NLRB associate general 
counsel, told a reporter the board

Mr.' Wells ssid that had the 
board upheld Mr. Leff, an amend 
meat would have been proposed to 
the official complaint so aa to 
charge refusal to bargain under 
different section of the Taft-Hart- 
ley law, 3 (B) (3), which says re­ 
fusal to bargain is an unfair labor 
practice. 
And that section, he said, would 
have required so much evidence 
concerning local

gaining situations,x all over the 
country, that it might have made 
the hearing “almost interminable”. 
Bren so, he said, presentation of

As the complaint now stands, re­ 
fusal to bargain is charged under 
section I (B) (I), which makes it 
an unfair practice to eoeroe or 
restrain employees in the exercise 
of their rights. 
This was why Mr. Leff dismiss­ 
ed that portion of the complaint 
He spid at the Dec. 9 hearing: ”1 
find it difficult to see how these 
paragraphs can be a violation of 
section 8 (B) (I). 
Had this al­ 
leged a violation of 8 (B) (3), it 
might have been different.” 
Allen Slnsheimer, attorney repre­ 
senting Mr. Denham, argued as 
follows: 
Section I (B) (I) makes it an 
unfair practice to coerce or re­ 
strain employees in the exercise 
of the rights under Section 7. Sec­ 
tion 7 says employees have the 
right to bargain collectively—and 
that means in good faith. When a 
union falls to bargain in good 
faith, it is coercing employee# in 
that right* 
Mr. Denham’s office did Invoke 
Section I (B) (8) In a complaint 
issued Sept. 38 against the na­ 
tional union and its Local l l at 
Baltimore. 
But the Denham staff 


considered it important to Invoke 
the other section In Ha nation-wide 
case, 
which 
accuses 
no 
local 
unions. 
The 
refusal-to-bargain charges 
grow out of the union’s “no con­ 
tract” policy. 
The I.T.U., because 
of the ban on new closed shop con­ 
tracts in th# Taft-Hartley law, de­ 
cided last August on a general pol­ 
icy of posting “conditions of em­ 
ployment” instead of signing new 
contracts. 
(The “closed shop”, which the 
union is reluctant to give up when 
local -contracts expire, requires 
that only 
union 
members 
can 
work in the plant.) 
Mr. Denham holds that a union 
or employer, in order to bargain in 
good faith, must be willing to sign 
a contract.
